2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.

As discussed in applicants' specification, and as cited on the International Search 
Report, post-polymerization treatment of sulfur-containing end groups resulting from a 
reversible addition fragmentation (RAFT) polymerization is known. Exemplary of the 
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Art Unit: 1796 

prior art is WO 02/090397 which discloses use of a free radical source and a compound 
having a labile hydrogen atom, and WO 03/070780 which discloses the use of an 
amine. The use of ozone as an oxidative post-polymerization treatment gas for 
conversion of thioether groups to sulfone groups is also known in US 5,618,898. 
However, no disclosure is provided for the use of ozone for oxidation of polymers 
having thiocarbonylthio end groups resulting from a RAFT polymerization. These 
references, neither alone nor in combination, disclose or suggest oxidative ozonolysis of 
thiocarbonylthio end groups in polymers made in a RAFT polymerization.
